There are some significant facts 
which warrant the suspicion that 
the line of railroad now being built 
out oi Union westward and across 
the state of Missouri, known as the 
St. Louis, Kansas City and Col­ 
orado, is a Santa Fe line which 
w ill absorb the charter of the J ef­ 
ferson City , Fort Scott and South­ 
western company and build to 
Chanute, Kas., v ia this city , and 
connect there with the Santa Fe 
Southwestern line, 
say s a Fort 
Scott dispatch. 
This will giv e the 
Santa Fe the St. Louis connection 
which it has so long wanted, and 
at the same time open up to St. 
Louis a direct connection with the 
big southwestern territory of the 
Santa Fe lines. 
The St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Colorado road and the J efferson 
City , Fort Scott and Southwestern 
road were chartered about the same 
time, more than a y ear ago, under 
the laws of Kansas. 
The directory 
of each contains the name of a 
Santa Fe representativ e, and the 
lines, as described in the applica­ 
tions for charters, are almost par­ 
allel. 
The J efferson City , Fort Scott 
and Southwestern road is to run 
from J efferson City , Mo., to Fort 
Scott, Kas., and through the coun­ 
ties of Bourbon, Allen and Neosho 
to Chanute, Kas., thence south­ 
west through the counties of W il­ 
son, 
Elk, 
Montgomery , 
Chau­ 
tauqua and Cowley to the Okla­ 
homa line 
The directors are 'Reuben 
L. 
Dewey , of St Albans, V a .; J ohn 
E. Frost, of Topeka; 
Wm 
C. 
Gunn, of Fort Scott; Eugene F. 
Ware, 
of Topeka, 
and 
L. 
A. 
Briggs, of Hutchinson, Kas 
The line is to be 3 >o miles long. 
In this city the Santa Fe has for 
some y ears owned $7 0,000 worth of 
ground for terminals, and it owns 
a right of way through the city to 
the Missouri line. 
There is an old 
railroad grade on 
this right of 
way . 
The reported intention of the St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Colorado 
road to run either to Kansas City 
or J oplin, or both, would not inter­ 
fere with the iine to Chanute, as 
the road could conv eniently branch 
off at Cliuton or any other point in 
that v icinity . 
The Santa Fe at one time owned 
the bonds of the St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Colorado line, but after 
the receiv ership, disposed of them 
to a St. Louis sy ndicate of capital­ 
ists.

sive action, pending instr uctions 
fr om their gover nments. 
A n attack fr om 30, 000 Boxer s 
was anticipated, and, to meet this,

disoatcli to the Mor ning P^st fr om 
Pekin, 
dated 
August 
iS, was 
moved to the outer city wall. 
The 
Boxer s wer e r epor ted coming fr om 
the south. 
Gen. Dor war d in his r epor t of 
the engagement outside Tien Tsin 
August 19, when the Amer icans. 
Br itish and Japanese signally de­ 
feated a lar ge for ce of Boxer s, kill­ 
ing over 300, says, in a dispatch 
dated August 25 : 
“ 
Tiie 
lines

near Tien Tsin ar e now Tr ee fr om 
danger . The enemy had been tr eat­ 
ing the villager s badly. 
Sever al 
decapitated bodies wer e found near 
their camp. 
“ 
The villager s ar e now flocking 
to Tien Tsin at the r ale of about a 
thousand a day. 
A s ther e is not 
mor e than a month’s food supply, 
ther e is ever y pr ospect of a famine 
shor tly.” 
This declar ation that a famine is 


imminent, in consequence of the 
inadequacy of pr ovisions for the 
hor des of r efugees at Tien Tsin 
adds a new element of per il to the 
situation. 
Shanghai advices say that the r e­ 
por t of the captur e of Emper or 
K w ang Su by the Japanese was 
er r oneous.
